DENY BOOST IN 


REID'S SALARY 


Bill to Increase County 


Judge's Pay Defeated 


In House. 


Lancaster county's farmer mem- 


ber of the Nebraska- house. Clinton 
J. Mitchell, locked horns Thursday 
afternoon with his five lawyer col- 
leagues from this county and. came 
off victorious. The majority of the 
chamber voted with Mitchell for in- 
definite postponement of the lawyer 
quintet's bill proposing to raise the 
salary of County Judgre Robin Reid 
from $3,500 to $4,500 a year, 
and 
that of his clerk in the county court 
from $2,000 to ?3,000, beginning in 
1919. 
It was not until Mr. Lee of Boyd 
county, speaking for the bill, had 
told the house that the I/ancaster 
delegation •was unanimously behind 
it that Mitchell took the floor and 
made known his opposition. 
"I'll have to contradict Mr. Lee," 
said the latter. "I am not in favor 
of this increase in salaries. I hate 
to argrue against the five lawyers 
from Lincoln and Havelock, but as 
I'm the only farmer on the dele- 
gation I must voice the sentiments 
of my people. I was a member of 
the county board when the present 
county judge was appointed to of- 
fice, and I will say that he was 
glad to get the job for the salary it 
pays." ' 
"How long- ago was that?" in- 
quired Mr. McMaster. 
"I don't remember the exact date; 
it was several years ago," Mitchell 
answered. 
"Are you getting1 the same price 


for your corn as you did then?" de- 
manded McMaster. 
"No, not more than half 
as 
much." retorted Mitchell. "And the 
farmers who raise corn for a liv- 
ing have been calling me up to 
protest against raising salaries of 
county officers." 
Messrs, Kier, Van Kirk, McMas- 
ter and Johnson, all of Lancaster, 
urged favorable action on the bill. 
Mr. Bro_wn took no part in the dis- 
cussion,' although his name was on 
the measure. 
It was pointed out by Mr. Kier 
that during the past eight years the 


county judge's office has been ope- 
rated at a total expense oC $77,«55, 
while it took in fees amounting to 
$108,391', the excess of $30,737 be- 
ing turned into the county general 
fund. As the office Is more "than 
self-sustaining, he argued that the 
salaries ought to be raised. 
Mr. O'Malley suggested that as 
excess fees are now helping to pay 
general running expenses, it would 
taken more taxes should the sur- 
plus fees be otherwise applied. He 
contended, as did Messrs, Jackman, 
Hovis, and Morledgre, that as soon 
as the Lancaster county judge got 
his pay increased, those in other 
counties would be asking for the 
same thing; and then the treas- 
urers, sheriffs, county attorneys, 
and county clerks would feel en- 
couraged to pr os similar demands. 
The idea was advanced by Mr. 
Burr that it might be a good idea 
to lower the fees instead of ele- 
vating salaries. 
Former Speaker Burke also spoke 
against 
the- bill, recalling 
that 


county judges got a g-eneral raise 
at the hands of the legislature four 
years ago, which he thought was 
generally satisfactory to those of- 
ficials throughout the state.

—(By the Associated Press) —A 
hopeful outlook for Mexico was eXr 
pressed by the Rev. (Parson Bill) 
Thomas, speaking to approximately 
850 men at the second meeting of 
a two day session of the Nebraska 
section of the Methodist men's area 
councD, which opened here Thurs- 
day. 


"The present condition in Mexico 


is very, very hopeful," 
said 
Mr. 
Thomas, who has for five years 
been pastor of the Union Methodist 
church at Mexico City. He has re- 
ceived permission, he said, despite 
a law to the contrary, to keep open 
the doors of his church because he 
lias obeyed the law and because 
of, recognized beneficial work. 
"We need 'the Great Book' 
in 
Mexico," he declared. The govern- 
ment in Mexico is not fighting the 
Roman Catholic religion, he con- 
tinued Tjut there is friction between 
political leaders and Catholic heir- 
archy, he explained. 
Eighty-five per cent of the 17, 


000,000 people in Mexico are illi- 
terate, Mr. Thomas said, and Pre- 
sident Calles recently announced 
that, as last year, another 
1,000 


schools would be 
established 
In, 
Tteeping with "a program of devel- 
opment." 
"The 'leaders of the church have 
not been near enough like the Lord, 
Jesus Christ, I'm afraid," added Mr. 
Thomas, in quoting a recent state- 
ment of President Calles, whom he 
said he believed to be in the right. 
"A man's religion in 1927," was 
the subject of an address by Fred- 
erick F. Shannon, pastor of Cen- 
tral church Chicago. 
"As an- automobile engine 
for 
power," similarly, "the power of 
'our God, in 
our 
Savior, Jesus 


Christ, Is necessary^ for a person 
to get about in modern times," Mr. 
Shannon declared. "God can, for 
Christ sake, forgive guilty human 
sins; that's the highest power in 
the universe.

Ragintf Court Battles Continue Over 


Piling Up Millions of Indian Heiress 


MIAMI, Okla., .-Feb. 11—(I- N. S.) 


—It Is nearly,a year and a.half r.ow 
since agents of the department of 
justice began searching the coun- 
try over fpr an 18-year-old Indian 
girl, Maude Lee Mudd, of Osage- 
Seneca parentage. 


And it was several .weeks ago 


that Maude Lee Mudd reached her 
eighteenttf'year, her majority, and 
became a heiress with a 
fortune 


estimated at more than a million 
dollars awaiting her. 


But Maude Lee Mudd is not to 


be found. 


Residents of 
Miami, who knew 
the girl as know many another lit- 
tle Indian girl, grow more puzzled 
day by day as the mystery of her 
continued 
disappearance 
grows 


deeper. 
They cannot 
understand 


why she does not return, now that 
she has attained 
womanhood un- 


der the' provisions of "the law. 
Knowing Maude Lee as a normal 
girl who would react to. riches with 
all the pretty clothes, motor cars 
and other luxuries within reach, 
they are- wondering why she does 
not take possession of her fortune 
—a fortune that is hers for 
the 


mere claiming. 


Fortune Grows. 


In the four years that Maude 


Lee Mudd's fortune has been stead- 
ily piling up, the little Indian girl 
must have harbored dreams of the 
day when her eighteen years would 
bring some modicum of 
freedom 


and surcease from the troubles that 
began to arise when she was a 
child of 14. Since 1922, when a 
maelstrom Of legal entanglements 
arising from her heirship io a uua.1 
legacy began, Maude's life, com- 
panions, guardianship and custody 
haverbeen matters for 
court ap- 


proval. Lawyers and courts fought 
back and forth, bitterly and at 
great length, over the questions of 
her inheritance, her education and 
hundreds of other items, and the 
little ' Indian girl 
went 
through 


many tiresome "months and many 
a weary year before the day ar- 
rived when she became of age. 
As 
a 
9-months-old 
papoose. 


Maude Lee had been turned over 
by.her mother, Mrs. Susie Mudd, a 
Seneca, to her grandparents, Mr, 
and Mrs. John Crow of Turkey 
Ford, Okla. Maude's father died two 
months before. The mother then 
married Lev! Bomberry, a Cana- 
dian Indian, and lived in Kansas. 
It has.been charged that the moth- 
er lost all contact with her Wtle 
girl, who grew up with her graahd- 
parents, went to the igovernment 
school and lived the life of -a nor- 
mal Indian child. 
Then Maude Leo Mudd bocame 


14 years old, and from that age to 
the present da;- she has been the 
storm center of a series of legal 
battles fought with such stubborn- 
ness that Oklahomans were begin- 
ning to wonder when the 
case 


would ever end. 
x 


Rich Headrights. 


At 14 Maude Lee had become 
heir to rich headrights descending 
from her father's Osago connec- 
tion and a legacy of zinc and lead 
holdings from an aunt. That in- 
volved about 200 acres of land in 
the heart of the-rich lead and zinc 
district north of Miami in Ottawa 
county, Oklahoma. 


Suddendy. the 
little Indian girl 


took on-a'new importance in the 
community. 
Her 
mother, Mrs. 


Bomberry, returned 
and claimed 
her. William Simms, a government 
probate attorney, had himself ap- 
poJnted her guardian'and set about 
to take full charge of her estate. 
Legal battles began to revolve 


swiftly around Maude. An uncle 
contested, and wno, a part of her 
inheritance. The question of her 
guardianship and custody gave rise 
to 
endless 
bickering'- over 
fine 
points of the law. Attorneys were 
marshalled from all sides. Maude 
Lee was taken from the home of 
her mother and given by her 
guardiai to the care of Mrs. 'John 
' L. Shannon of Miami, who. re- 
signed a position as a stenographer 
when the • little Indian girl 
was 
placed in her'charge. 


Goes To School 
,. 


In the meantime Maude Lee wa.s 
going to school here, going to par- 
ties and gatherings with srtiall 
school chums to whom a fortune 
was not so consequential as 'many 
other mother obtained a writ of 
prohibition'against Simrgs placing 
Maude in th* home of Mr*. Shan- 
non. 
The court later order the girl 


to live .with her mother. Simms 
appealed to the supreme court of 
Oklahoma. Maude was called to 


the witness stand at tlje. hearing 
on her custody. 


"Where is your home?" she was 


asked. 
"I don't know where my home 


is," the girl replied. 
• The state supreme court revers-. 
ed the order of the district court 
and gave Maude 'Leo back to Mrs. 
Shannon. Then, alniost simultane- 
ously, " Maude disappeared. 
When 


persons came to take the Indian 
girl from her mother's homo fback 
to Mrs. Shannon, the mother 'met 
them and tolcj them Maude had 
gone out for a ride. After a two- 
hour wait the mother, with no ap- 
parent excitement in her tone, said: 
"She must have been kidnapped." 


A 'month later, jn council Bluffs, 


la., Maude Lee was tnrust Dack In- 
to the public spotlight with the an- 
nouncement of her mysterious mar- 
riage to Earl Goidon, a motor car 
salesman of Miami. Gordon, when 
the marriage became known, offer- 
ed a, Council Bluffs newspaper re- 
porter $100 to surpress the news, 
but it ,was not accepted. With the 
wedding 
party, 
strangely, 
was 


Maude'a mother and a second, man 
from Miami. 


Friends Surprised. 


• The application for 
the license 


had been signed by Maude Lee's 
mother, giving full consent to the 
marriage of her daughter, a minor. 


Maude's friends 
in 
Oklahoma 


were taken 
by surprise. Gordon 


had never 
courted Maude, they 


said. In fact, Maude' Lee hadn't 
seen known to have any "beaus."

returned to 


Miami, and after some of Maude's 
funds had been withdrawn at the

Owing to the failure of the United States to aUgn 


herself with the League of Nations and the court of 
international 
justice, agencies which were very 


tersely 
the product 
of American statesmanship, 


Great Britain, France, Italy and Japan find no com- 
mon meeting ground. 
When the late President 


Harding and former secretary of State Hughes 
brought forward the first disarmament proposals 
which were worked out at a Washington conference, 
these nations put aside their objections and met us 
on our own ground. It is significant their attitude 
has changed. All of -them insisted that the next 
disarmament conference must be held in Geneva, 
and under the auspices of the. league of nations, 
which the United States refuses to recognize. It was 
they pointed out, the only agency now existing 
through which these agreements could be earned out. 
The league, with the world court, were the recognized 
organizations for the promotion of peace. 


So, granting that Mr. Coolidge's new proposal will 


find favor in the eyes of these foreign powers, it 
is equally certain the path which will be followed 
•will carry America back to the threshold of the 
league, and the world court, with which she has 
steadfastly insisted she wants no connection. • 


The amazing thing about it all is the amount of 


stress which has been placed upon the accomplish- 
ments of the Washington disarmament conference. 
We know now that what was accomplished amounted 
to ,,=ry naie. The formulas entered into have ac- 
tual'ly meant nothing, if recent developments at the 
national capitoi arc to bo considered. Congress and 
the president are at this time at loggerheads over 
the cruiser building program. Since the Washington 
conference on disarmament, America, we arc told, 
lias been steadily falling behind in the building of 
cruisers. As a result the military committee of con- 
gress is insistent upon heavy appropriations to con- 
struct additional ships. Had tho arrangement been 
effective, this condition would not confront the United 
States' at this time. 


If Mr. Coolidge desires to avoid unfavorable lime- 


light he will abstain from directing attention to 
America's foreign policy under his administration. 
It has been pitifully ineffectual and impotent. 
In 


only one particular has it been distinguished by con- 
secration and devotion to a cause. 'That was in the 
matter of American membership in the world court. 
But when the final test came in it, Mr. Coolidge 
wobbled, and surrendered to the "die-hard" isola- 
tionists of the senate. 
He quit his own fight to 


accept the terms -which Johnson, Jim Reed and their 
associates handed him. 


Put this latest plan of additional disarmament, 


flown as idle talk. 


With Europe in its present frame of mind, America 


lias no prestige or influence to carry her point. 
Europe may indulge us with fine-flung pTirases but 
-when the crucial test comes, she will not yield. 


A NOTABLE ANNIVERSARY. 


Last Tuesday marked the sixtieth anniversary of 


one of the most far-reaching and fruitful events in 
the history of education in this or any other country, 
tho establishment, of the Peaborty educational fund, 
the first great educational foundation of the United 
States and the progenitor of all similar ones that have 
since come into existence. It was the gift of George 
Peabody, America's first great international banker, 
•who has been known as "the father of America's 
public schools," as well as tho "father of American 
educational philanthropy." 


At the time- Peabody placed in the hands of a 


group of distinguished men more than three million 
dollars to be used in founding and promoting public 
schools in Me south, the Civil war had just vnded 
and there were no such educational institutions' in 
that section which made'up half the states of the 
Union, Model schools were established and experi- 
ments carried on which influenced the entire public 
school system of the nation. It is declared that the 
economic progress and the present prosperity of the 
south have been largely due to the educational ad- 
vance initiated by George Peabody. 


February IS is also the anniversary oil the birth 


of Mr. Peabody, he having been born 01^ that date 
in 1793. He was dependent upon himself for support 
and at an early ago engaged in the drygooc's business 
at Georgetown, afterwards having establishments in 
Baltimore and New York. Still later he went into 
the banking business in London and when he died 
there his body was brought to the United States on 
a British warship. In recognition of his many 
"benevolences the queen had proffered him a baronetcy 
and other honors', which he declined, but a bronze 
statue of him stands in a prominent place in Lon- 
don and his bust occupies a niche in the Hall of 
Fame In New Tork. 


After liis death the banking firm which - he had 


established was carried on by his jmrther, J. S. 
Morgan, grandfather of the present J. P.. Morgan. 
During" his life he gave away practically all ot his 
fortune, his gifts to educational Institutions aggre- 
gating seven million, dollars, which in that day was 
considered a stupendous sum. But this wns not all, 
for It was through his example, as weii as -it his 
suggestion and solicitation that Johns Hopkins wrote 
his will establishing Johns Hopkins university, "Dre.vel 
Institute -was established, and Tulanc university. Jilil- 


LIVING COSTS TREND DOWNWARD, 


Commodity prices which went soaring to the skies 


in wartime and immediately afterward are now 
seeking lower levels. This may not be readily appar- 
net to the average person, but statistics show it to 
be a fact. 


The compilation issued by Prof. Irving Fisher, 


noted economic expert, reveals that for the week 
ended February 4 a dollar would buy more than 
two-thirds as much as in 1913. His figures are based 
on wholesale prices of 200 articles of merchandis'e in 
more or less general use. 


The index of prices prepared by Prof. Fisher gives 


the present purchasing power of the dollar as 69.4 
cents, compared with what it was in 1913. In Febru- 
ary a year ago it was only 63.5 cents. In the time 
intervening the worth of the dollar, measured in 
goods, has been coming up steadily. It promises soon 
to go above 70 cents, and even higher. 


There are some commodities, of course, which do 


not show the same ratio of decline as others. Shoes, 
for instance, cost almost as much as they did at the 
peak, but cotton- goods are much lower than they 
were several years ago. Coal would be nearly as 
cheap as it was before the war, except that railroad 
rates and handling costs are much higher. The mine 
prices average very little above the 1913 level. Sugar 
is almost as low in price now as 13 years ago, despite 
a higher tariff and higher freight rates. 


Automobiles cost a great deal less now than in 


1913, 
and the present day machines are far superior. 


Aluminum ware is another thing that seems fairly 
reasonable by comparison. Careful buyers of cloth- 
ing can get themselves outfitted at moderate cost. 


The Fisher computation records the peak of prices 


in May, 1920, when the dollar was worth only 40.5 
cents in merchandise, on the 1913 basis. In 'the 
slump-which followed, it rose in January, 1922, to 72.5 
cents—the highest mark yet attained during the post- 
war period. It fell back to 66 cents "in 1924 and went 
down to 62.S cents in 1925; but for over a year past 
it has been rising again. 


The explanation seems to be that .American indus- 


try and business are becoming permanently read- 
justed to peacetime conditions and the effects of 
more efficient 
production and better' marketing 


methods are making: themselves felt. Also, the na- 
tions of-Europe whose manufacturing- and commer- 
cial activities were more or less paralyzed in war- 
time are now on their feet again, producing more 
and more of the things they need and so lessening 
the abnormal demand abroad for our goods. 


THE DEBT COMMISSION'S WORK. 


The World "War foreign debt commission expired 


this week, leaving unfinished a complete settlement 
on the French debt. But the tasks it has accom- 
plished, far overshadowing the one not yet con- 
cluded, merit it the thanks of the American nation 
as well as of the world. 


Ten, billion dollars represent the amount of the- 


obligations due the United States from foreign coun- 
tries which,ha,ve been arranged for payment by this 
commission in the short time ,of five years. That sum 
is five times greater than Northern leaders origiiiallv 
set as the extreme limit for the cost of the Civil 
war. All agreements with the thirteen debtor na- 
tions have been ratified by Congress except those 
with France and with Jugo Slavia. Whatever hopes 
France may have had for modification of the Mellon- 
Berenger pact are now dimmed more, than ever, as 
Secretary Mellon, chairman of the commission, takes 
the attitude that any further negotiations are up to 
congress. 


Bu a few years ago, the question of what Europe 


owes America challenged the world. In a hopeless 
tangle of conflicting claims arid' clashing sentiments, 
statesmen and financiers seemed at first" without 
power. Over this same question of debts arose the 
storm which took America from its position as the 
world's most loved nation and put in that of tho 
most cordially hated. 


Out of sight, out of min£. Practically settled, these 


debts no longer occupy the'place in the globe's con- 
sciousness that they did. 'Working not only against 
the odds of European opposition, but against those 
of American dissension, the commission did settle 
the matter. That was tlfe important task—to reach 
some sort of agreement. And that is just what has 
been done. 


With 97 per cent of the world's debt to "America 


put on a sound basis, the commission can look back 
on a task well done. Assuredly it. will receive the 
gratitude of the United States. It should be accorded 
the same reward by America's d-abtors. 


A LOSS TO SCIENCE. 


Dr. Charles D. Walcott is dead. 
Another American and world-famed scientist has 


joined the ranks of men known less for spectacular 
discoveries than for steady, consistent work that has 
advanced the cause of human learning and practical 
progress. 


For twenty years or so,' Dr. Walcott was secre- 


tary of the Smithsonian institute. Efficient discharge 
of routine duties' in such a position would" alone 
entitle one to real credit. But Dr. Walcott did more 
than?that. He was a pioneer. He was a seeker. He 
explored old fields as well as new. 


Geology was his chosen field, but that study of 


past ages did not deter him from keen insight into 
affairs of the present. Fossils were his familiars 
but aircraft were a chief delight. 


A pioneer in urging the possibilities of aircraft, his 


efforts were largely responsible for the creation of 
a national advisory committee on aeronautics. His 
interest in aviation began in 1S98 when Dr. Samuel 
Langiey, a fellow worker, developed a heavier-than- 
air machine. He asked President McKinley to inves- 
tigate the Langiey theory and when he came to the 
Smithsonian institution, the Langiey aeronautical 
laboratory and library there occupied much of his 
time. 


Due to Dr. "Walcott's efforts,- Andrew Carnegie 


founded a research institution which has grown to 
the great Carnegie Institute11 of today. For three 
years _ betore his connection -with the Smithsonian 
Institute, Dr. "Walcott was in active charge of the 
Carnegie project. 


The loss of such a personage is a blow to the 


everyday world as well as to scientific circles. There 
is only one compensation for the dsath of such a man. 
His demise puts before the public in a form unlikely 
during life the accomplishments and records of a 
great intellect. 
, •

Changing the Breait Milk. 


Mrs. 
K.—Yes, both the quantity and the quality of breast milk can 


be changed. 
Mothers who are not having correct hygiene, especially 


those wno are improperly nourished—unbalanced diets, either the wrong 
foods or too great or insufficient an amount—can, by phanging to 
proper diet, and hygiene, change the quality of their milkl 


Some one has said 
that a 
nursing- mother snould eat whatevei 


agrees with her husband! This was saying in an unusual manner tha 
her diet should be the normal varied diet. Just as anyone else avoids 
foods that have been proved to disagree, so should the-nursing mother 
However, the old theory that a mother should not eat acid fruits or vege- 
tables with strong flavors because they arc likely to disturb the baby's 
digestion has very little foundation. 
Occasionally, however, a mothei 


will find that a certain article "will apparently always be followed' by di 
gestive disturbances in the baby; in such a case she should omit this. 


In general, the diet for nursing mothers should contain about a quar 


of milk (this need not be taken all .in the form of drinks, but as cot 
tage or cream cheeses, cream soups and sauces, custards, etc.); a libcra 
supply of protein or growth food, largely from nuts (these are especially 
good); some eggs, or mea't or fish; liberal |supply of fresh fruits and 
vegetables, part of them raw; whole grain, breads and cereals; some 
autter or'cream. (We have an article wh'ich goes into the subject more 
in detail. Send a self-addressed, stamped envelope with request if you 
are interested.) 


She should not eat so much that .she gains in weight—that Is, unless 


she needs to—nor should she eat so little that she loses weight—agaii 
unless she needs to. 
The Quantity of Breast Milk. 


Nature intends to accommodate the supply of breast milk to the de- 


mand for it. If little is taken, little is produced; if more is taken, more 
s produced. 
Sometimes, and this 
happens 
frequently In maternitj 


lomes, one woman will produce enough milk to nurse two or even three 
babies at one time. Of course, there will be a limit to the amount that 
will be produced. 


The best stimulus to cause, the milk to increase, is the thorough 


emptying of the breast. 
If the baby isn't hungry enough to do that 


then the milk should be expressed by what is known as manual expres- 
sion. (Massage of the breasts is not good for in-creasing the milk.) The 
.humb and forefinger should be placed one on each side of the nipple 
just beyond the border of the areola (the colpred disk around the nip- 
ale); the finger and thumb'should then-be pressed'downward and for- 
ward, without using- any force or causing pain." This manual expres- 
ion should be used if the baby is feeble and does not get alLthe milk. 
In some cases, even as long as three or four months after the breast 
has ceased producing, the milk can be brought back by this method. 


If it becomes necessary to reduce the amount of milk produced, lim- 


ting the amount of food and liquid taken by the mother and the use of 
a cathartic will usually do it. 


*After some practice the milk can be expressed so incomes in a 


stream. This should be gathered in a sterile dish and can be fed to the 
baby by a bottle, or from a spoon and cup if it is old enough to eat that 
vay. Needless to say, but perhaps I had better say it, the hands and 
breast must be very clean-

In this measure, as amended, we 


are not asking for an appropriation 


f public money. We are asking for 


a survey of one of the unique trea- 
sures of the state so that the people 
hrough their legislature two years 
icnce can determine whether those 
reasures shall belong- to the State 
of Nebraska or whether they shall 
be left as now to be exploited to 
he ends of the earth never to re- 
.urn. 


Every scientist in Nebraska fav- 


ors this plan of the Conservation 
lepartment. If something is to be 
done in the matter toward conserv- 
ng these valuable deposits for the' 
state, the first step is a survey. 
Then, the people and the legislaturo 
will be in position to act intelli- 
gently.

No Busine** Let-Up 
There has been no let-up of busi- 
ness or industrial activities despite 
war rumors. Faith is incapable of 
being shattered and, Instead of con- 
sidering curtailed operations, for- 
eign interests in Sonora are, on the 
contrary, viewing the year as one 
of expansion and development 


There is a perceptible agitation 
for more mining in Sonora and 
foreign Interests, principally Amer- 
ican, are In the main responsible 
lor this. In several instances old 
mines abandoned during the Diaz 
regime have - been reopened and 
money forthcoming for development 
and operation work. 


The hostile Yaqui tribe is ham- 
pering inter-city trade and to a 
small extent tying up rail traffic in 
a sixty mile, zone through the old 
Indian reservation but this is held 
to be a negligible quantity in the 
major operation of commercial and 
Industrial life. 


The Mexican army is most of the 
time resting on its arms in war 
sectors, occasionally going out to 
meet4 a band of warriors but in the 
main the Indian warfare is a; bouffe 
opera affair; each side waiting the 
opening strains of the chorus that 
will lead to battle.

Pettv 
banditry elsts in the vicinitv of 
Mazatlan but the military is bring- 
ing this In check with a rigia and

said,

doubtedly was Marks'. 


Working upon .that information 
the uathorities exprsesed the belief 
that the druggist was forced to sigh 
the note to give his dean, the cloak 
of suicide.

Maj. Americo Olavo, former min- 
ister of war, was assassinated by 
the revolutionaries in Portugal. 


The number killed in the fight- 
ing at Lisbon, 'according to the 
Havas correspondent, is 198.

purely selfish inteiests .sometimes 
it emanates from those who have 
superficial information and olten- 
times it comes from those who are 
really of the best intentions but are 
utterly impractical. 
"There are countless groups and 


organizations which are constant- 
ly seeking to obtain something 
from the government which they 
ought not to have." 


Some Yield to Dictation. 


Some members of Congress,

their eagerness f o r re-election, 
Burton admitted .take the easier 
road to security and yield to the 
dictation of others. 
"The real quality jf the mem- 
bers, however, is as high as it was 
twenty-five years ago," he sa:d 
"This despite a diminished inte - 
est in public affaus jnd more 
absorption in seeking i:iaterial a.i- 
vantage, in sports and m that 
•which is sensational." 
Every citizen, he said, can ren- 
der a real service by standing firm 
against invHations to join m ef- 
forts to force congressmen to take 
a course against their better judg- 
ment

those who have refused to bow to 
outside demands.

honored in the house on his seven- 
ty-fifth birthday, served one term 
in the Senate in addition to his

health problems.

Seed Grade Important. 


The grade of seed which a- farm- 
er buys is a matter of utmost im- 
portance, and has much to do with 
the eventual quality of his crop, 
in the opinion of Miss L. E Nor- 
rls, seed analyst of the state agri- 
cultural department. 


"Farmers cannot be too careful 
in buying their seed," Miss Norris 
declared in an article on seed test- 
ing in the Neoraska Farmer, and 
if they have any doubt that the 
seed which they have bought is not 
up to the specifications printed on 
the tag which must be placed on 
all seed sold in this state, they 
should send s?mples of it into the 
statp for testing." 
The Nebraska seed law requires 
that all seed sold by dealers in 
this state, be tagged with the com- 
monly accepted name of the seed; 
the purity of the sefd, expressed in 
percentage by weight; the quan- 
tity of weed seed, also expressed 
by percentage of total weight; a 
statement of the presence of any 
noxious weed seed, if the seed is 
present in any quantity more than 
pne seed to one-sixth of an ounce; 
the germination or vitality of the 
seed; when the germination test 
was m?de, the name and address 
of the seller, and the origin of the 
seed 
"Theie are few or no bargains 
on the Nebraska seed market," said 
Miss Norris "Farmers buying seed 


because they find it lower in cost 
than the usual seed, find generally 
that they get seed which is Just 
what the name implies—cheap. And 
in the long run it is generally very 
expensive. 
"If the quality of seed is ques- 
tioned, samples, not to exceed flve 
a month from any individual or 
firm, may be sent to us for test. 
The testing is done free of charge, 
and it may be the means of saving 
much money and much time. Test- 
ing- seeds may even save many 
acres of land, as the testing will 
show the presence of some noxious 
weed which might endanger not 
only the crop wijch which It would 
be planted, but future crops "

OWNS 


BIGGEST PLANE 


IN THE WORLD 


BERLIN, Feb. 11—(I. N. S.)—Ger- 


many can boast of owning the big- 
gest plane of the world. The new 
"Super "Whale," just completed by 
the Dornier works at Friedrich- 
shafen, famous birth place of Zep- 
pelins, has made its first success- 
ful flights across the Bodensee and 
will be employed m the regular air 
passenger 
service, 
preferably on 


longer routes. 
The new super-whale is a hydro- 


plane capable of lighting on and 
ascending from 
the 
water. The 


boat part of the 
plane 
measures 
about twenty-three meters. Back 
of the bow is a cabin with acom- 
modations for thirteen passengers 
Behind this are a toilet room, room 
for the pilots, baggage room and 
another cabin for eight passengers. 


Carry 21 Passengers. 


In addition to the 
twenty-one 


passengers two pilots will be car- 
ried. The whale can carry fuel for 
a 1,200 milp non-stop flight. It has 
two Rolls-Royce motors with a ca- 
pacitv of 3300 HP. There is room 
enough in the gondo^ to permit 
mechanics to work at the motors 
during the 
flight. 
The wings 


measure about 93 feet. 
However .this super-whale 
will 


be only an infant as compared to 
the new colossus now under con- 
struction at the Junkers "Works 
near Dessau. 
This new plane will 


be able to carry a hundred passen- 
gers on a transatlantic flight. From 
wing tip to wing top 
it will 


measure more than 262 feet. It will 
be equipped with four motors of 
about 1.000 HP. each and the total 
weight of the plane will be no less 
than 36 tons. The new giant ma- 
chine 
can carry nearly 2.500 gal- 


lons of fuel. The body of the plane 
will be nearlv SO feet long and the 
wings could cover an area of about 
6,000 ^nuare meters.
